Spector Johnston, in charge of the st. Louis 
division ot post-office inspectors, recently 
mailed tothe department a batch of about 
1,800 letters sent from all parts ofthe United 
States to the Missouri green goods men, and 
ralsed the question whether the writers had 
Violated the green goods regulations. 

In accordance with the decision the St. 
Louls inspectors have been instructed to 
‘ wecure evidence for the prosecution of some 
ot the writers. It will be impossible to pros- 
ecute all of them, 


THE CULPRITS AND THEIR CORRESPONDENTS. 

Inspector Joe P. Johnson, in charge of the 
St. Louis Division of Post-omlce Inspection, 
was away from the city and on this account 
nothing definite as to the future action he

In view, however, of the factthat the de- 


cision does away entirely with the compara- 


tive immunity which applicants for “green 
goods“ have heretofore enjoyed, any subse- 
quent proceedings in this case promises to 
Become very sensational in thelr nature. 

The list of applicants for counterfeit money 
as shown by the 1,800 letters which fell into 
tho hands of the Inspector is 
known to include great num 
Der of prominent men.

Missouri, Arkansaw and Wyoming. are 
known to be included. It is also stated that 
letters applying for bogus money written by 
at least one ex-Congressman, one candidate 
for Governor and many Federal and civic 
officials are in the hands of the authori- 
ties. Many of these personages have already 
been closely questioned as to their object in 
writing the letters of application, Some few 
aro said to have boldly ciaimed that the let- 
ters bearing their signature were forgeries. 

Others, and in fact the great majority 
of applicants questioned, are alleged to have 
tried to look virtuously indignant when 
tioned as to their intentions in enterin 

to the co pondence,and to have claime 

their Object “as merely to entrap the 
Ne ds @ealers and then to turn them 
over to tne authorities. 

One gentleman connected with the investi- 
gation said: It ts wonderful how man 
would-be detectives were willing to ris 
theirbwn good money in a professed en 
deavor to bring the men who advertised 
counterfeit money for sale to justice.’’

OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS.

Resalution Passed Declering That No- 
Partioylar Brand of Asphalt or Paving 
Will Be Adopted in Letting Contracts 
—One Firm Had Their Especial Mater- 
ial Named in Nearly All the Pott 
tions for Asphalt Streets.

The Board of Public Improvements met 
this morning for the consideration of pe- 
titlons for improvement and reconstruction 
of certain streets and alleys. Three quarters 
of an hour before the members of the boara 
had assembled in the meeting-room, 
people began to collect in the hallway. so 
that by the, time the meeting was opened 
some 200 people, men and women, 
had gathored in the hall. It 
was evident from the headshakings and 
earnest consultations of some of the vis- 
nors that war was about to de de- 
Clared anda repetition of last weeks fran- 
tic bowl. was anticipated by those not 
on the inside. Whenthe board entered the 
room the malcontents poured in after them 
and the proceedings began, 

Pres. McMath stated that the board only 
wished to hear from owners of property 
along the streets under consideration or their 
authorized agents, and that all others must 
keep quiet. 

A petition for partial improvement of 
Tower Grove avenue between Old Manches- 
ter road and Manchester avenue was not 
recommended as a petition for full im- 
provement had been received. It 
was laid over for further consideration. 
A petition was filed for asphalt on Old Man- 
chester road, between Chouteau avenue and 
Tower Grove avenue, and was laid over for 
further consideration. 

Improvement of alleys in biocks No, 4582 
and 2351 was not recommended because peti- 
tions for brick had been filed. The paving of 
Westminster place, between Whittier street 
and Boyle avenue, and Cook avenue, be- 
tween Pendleton and 8 ges avenues, 
was not recommended, decause the 
petitions called for telford pavements, 
and that class of paving was not 
considered good enough for the vicinity. 
The paving of that part of Berlin avenue 
between Euclid avenue and King’s highway 
boulevard not already improved was recom- 
mended and the report adopted. 

The petitions for improvement of alley in 
block No. 2423, for grading Euclid avenue, 
between Delmar boulevard and Fountain 
avenue, and for improvement of Lynn street, 
between Porcas and Lynch streets, were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Streets and Rall 
ways for investigation. 

AN ASPHALT COMPANY'S HAND. 

When the petition forthe paving of Cates 
avenue, between Goodfellow avenas and 
Delmar boulevard, with a certain kind 
of asphaltum was read, W. P. Nelson 
said he wished to remonstrate. He stated 
that since he had signed the 
petition the words, with genu- 
ine Trinidad Lake asphaltum’’ 
had been inserted. President McMath said 
it was evident the petition had been tam 
pered with. The board voted no further 
consideration to the petition. 

When the numerous petitions for pave- 
ments of asphalt of the same brand 
were reached some fellow in 
the crowd called out lustily, 1 want 
to remonstrate.’’ He was told that his re- 
monstrance would soon be satisfied and 
Street Commissioner Murphy rose and read 
the following report on those petitions: 

Not recommended: This form of petition, 
containing as it does, specifications of the 
material to be used, is, in my opinion, 
in conflict with the intent and spirit 
ot the charter and revised ordinance 
which provides that the street com- 
missioner shall prepare the ordinance 
specifying the character of the work, its ex- 
tent and the materialto beused. While the 
Board of Public Improvements andthe Street 
Commissioner are always ready to consider 
any suggestion as to the kind of im- 
proyement desired by the property 
owners, they can not, in my opinion, 
submit to any dictation by con- 
tractors or other interested parties. 
For the above reasons I recommend that the 
board refuse further cansideration of the 
following petitions, viz.: Petitions Nos, 
5. 571 and 5,697, 5,580, 5,582, 5,583, 5,596, 5,587 
5,590, 5,591, 5,592, 5,593, 3,894 and 5/598. 1 
further recommend thatthe board take up 
at the earliest practicable date, on its own 
motion, the improvement of such of the 
streets included inthe above list and peti- 
tions heretofore refused consideration af 
hearings since June 23, 1893, as in their 
opinion should be constructed or recon- 
structed during the next working season. 

This report was greeted with applause from 
the audience, from which it was evident 
that most of the remenstrators were there to 
declare war against the monopoly of this 
particullar asphalt company. 


WILL GIVE NO MONOPOLY. 
Commissioner Murphy when asked for hi 
reasons for the move, said:

be independent of foreigners for the manu- 
factured goods, but forthe raw material out 
of which there are tabricated. I can concelve 
of no policy more detrimental to American 
manufacturers — American laborers 
than the abandohbment of protection of pro- 
Guction; so far as possible, of our 
own raw material. Such a policy would not 
only drive labor from the largest field of its 
employment but it would dry up one of the 
most. bountiful sources of national wealth 
and reduce our wanufacturing industries to 
complete dependence o foreign nations for 
the supply of raw material. sucha result 
would be disastrous even to the interests it is 
proposed to promote, for when we have 
slaughtered our flocks, closed our mines and 
wholly abandoned the production of our raw 
material, the foreigner would take 
advantage of our helpless condition and im- 
pose upon us Whatever burden his cupicity 
might suggest, We, therefore, woulu pro- 
ect all interests, Whether of the mine or the 
urnace, the field or the factory, tothe end 
that all our people may receive profitable 
employment and the nation attain its high- 
est possibie development. And inthis con- 
nection I cannot refrain from expressing my 
amazement that you people of the 
South are so dlind to your own inter- 
ests as to cringe beneath the 
party lash and “ive this measure 
your support. Let me implore you toturn 
your batks onthe dead past and face the 
future. Place yourselves abreast withthe 
spirit of the age by laying hold of the mighty 
possibilities within your grasp, and so ald in 
serving the highest prosperltty of your people 
and the industrial advancement of our com- 
munity. 

But, passing from the consideration of the 
free list tothe dutlable schedules, we find 
here the same spiritof hostility mantifested 
inevery provision, Thereisnot a schedule 
in which there are not some industries 
which will be injured by the passave of this 
bil many will be utterly de- 
Stroyed. On the other hand if there 
is any provision in this bill which will stim- 
ulate a single domestic industry or give em- 
ployment to labor it has not been pointed 
out. The measure, as a whole, looks only to 
lessened industries and lower wages. It 
ought to be entitied ‘a billtolessen reve- 
nue, destroy American industries and pau- 
perize American labor.’

AD VALOREM VS. SPECIFIC DUTIES. 

But the most startling feature connected 
with, and running through the entire dutia- 
bie schedule is the general substitution of ad 
valorem for specific rates. Under such a 
policy, coupled with the reduction proposed, 


revenue and domestic industries will alike 
diminish and the latter in many instances 
disappear.’’ 

Mr. Burrows then quoted from leading au- 
thorities as to the advantage of specific du- 
ties. Headded: ‘*Starving families, ciutch- 
ing for the last morsel of food, cannot de 
lulled into forgetfulness of present misery by 
the announcement of lower ad valorem 
taxesjon the necessaries of life. Tramping the 
streets, out of employment, receiving aims, 
lower ad valorems will not heal the wounded 
pride of the brave men who never before 
were dependent upon public charity. The 
laboring people of this country ask not lowe 
ad vaiorems, but work. They prefer high 
ad valorem, constant employment and 
abundant wages to lower ad valorems, idie- 
ness and want. 

After showing the growth of the country in 
recent years Mr. Burrows concluded as fol- 
lows: Tet in the face of this magnificent 
triumph it is now proposed to call a 
halt in the industrial march and turn 
the column backward over the deserted 
pathway leading to free trade. The com- 
mand has already been given and consterna- 
tion has taken possession of all our — — 
The record of this single year’s disasters 
stands without parallel in the history of our 
country. Fifteen thousand ve hundred and 
yixty business fatlures, seventy-three 
ratiiways aggregating 81,817 miles 
and representing untold millions of 
property, have gone into tre hands 
or receivers and to bankruptcy. Our mines 
and factories are cloged, smokeless chimneys 
stand like monuments abovethe graves of 
dead industries, while an army of the unem- 

loyed are tramping the streets, begging for 
Preh d. The record of this year’s industrial 
and individual suffering resulting from this 

roposed legisiation will never be made up.

POISONER MEYER. 


Attorneys Will Endeavor to Show 
That Baum Is Alive. 

NEW YorK, Jan. 9.—The second trial of the 
alleged poisoner, Dr. Henry C. Meyer, begins 
next month. The first trial was interrupted 
by the sudden insanity of one of the jurors, 
and the case will have to be gone over again. 


Meyer's lawyer, Charles W. Brooke, it is said, 
Will produce witnesses who have seen the 
supposed victim, G. A. J. Baum. alive since 
the time of his alleged murder. He said to- 
day that he would also endeavor to cite, as a 
parallel case, that of Burnham, in Buffalo, 
which was tried in 1881, 

Henry Ambs, it is alleged, assumed the 
name of Burnham, joined several societies 
and obtained heavy insurances in them and 
in the leading insurance companies. A con- 
ae had been formed, including, it Is 
alleged, Ambs, a lawyer named Kennedy, 
two brothers named Thomas, a deputy 
sheriff, also named Thomas, and James 
Parker, an undertaker of Lancaster, 
N. I. <Ambs registered at a small 
hotel near the stock yards under the 
name of Burnham. He took 100 grains of 
quinine and apparently became very ill. Dr. 
Henry E. Holton attended him. On the 
second day he was reported dead by Ren- 
nedy, and Dr. Holton signed a death certifi- 
cate without looking at the corpse. Mean- 
while Burnham had been rémovea from the 
hotel and a corpse had been procured, over 
Which a funeral service was held.

Burnham 
went to Chicago.

"ASKED TO STEP DOWN. 


Minister Willis’ Formal Demand on the 
Hawaiian Governm®nt. 


VicToria, British Columbia, Jan. 9.—Ad- 
vices have been received here from Hawall 
by the arrival of the steamer Warrimoo, 
which sailed from Honolulu Jan. 1. ‘The 
Warrimoo brings press dispatches which 
contain the following important facts: 


On Dec. 19, Minister Willis made a formal 
demand in the name of the United States 
upon the Provisional Government to resign 
and restore Queen Lilluokalani to power. To 
this demand the Provisional Government 
has made a written reply. which it has dis- 
patched to Washington by the hand of Minis- 
ter Thurston, who sailed for San Francisco 
on Jan. ? and may arrive to-morrow. This 
document will not be made public until after 
it has been submitted to President Cleve- 


land. 

The dispatches brought by the Warrimoo 
contain copies of some of the official notes 
which passed between Minister Willis and 
Président Dole prior to and leading up to the 
demand for the Queen’s restoration. On the 
279th of November, President Dole sent the 
following to Minister Willis: 

Sin—Having received from our Minister at Wash- 
ington, Hon. Lorin A. Thurston, accredited to she 
Government ef the United States, infermation of an 
official letter from the Secretary of State, Hon.

And now, Mr. President, and gentiemen of 
the Provisional Government, with a deep and 
solemn sense of the gravity of the situation, 
and with the earnest hope that your answer 
will be insptred by that high patrictism 
which forgets all self-interest, in the name 
and by the authority of the United States, I 
submit to you the question: Are you willing 
to abide dy the decision of the President? 

To this President Dole responded: 

President Dole: ‘*The vernment will 
take the matte? under consideration and 
answer you as soon as it is ready.’’

It does 
not wound the self-respect of the poor; it 
does not make paupers of the unfortunate; 
it does not destroy the spirit of self-reli- 
ance and teach men that ill-luck gives 
them a title tothe money as well as the 
sympathy of their fellows. On the con- 
trary it asks and gives no favors 
but makes the receipt of service a condi- 
tion of the payment of wages. In other 
words the relations between the dispensers 
of this fund and its recipients will be those 
of employer and employes and can be en- 
tered into without the loss of pride. 

This kind of relief work has been com- 
mended by the clearest headed students of 
the problem, who generally hold that 
mere charity tends to pauperize the poor. 
It is of all relief work the most worthy of 
help from the true friends of the un- 
fortunate.

CONFESSIONS OF A PRINCESS, 


The published leaves from the diary of 
the Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria. make 
pleasant reading. They offer a charming 
glimpse into the innocent heart of a 
maiden at that interesting period when it 
is stirred by the new emotions of woman- 
hood and the first impulse of love. There 
isa dalightful ingenuousness in the diary 
which presents the real thoughts and feel- 
ings of a child of nature in connection 
with the artificial environment of aristo- 
cratic life. It depicts the growth of a 
passion in a real life version of the fairy 
story of the lovg of a Princess and a poor, 
but aspiring youth. The romantic outcome 
gives this romance delicious piquance. 

But in addition to the universal interest 
attaching to these confessions of a Princess 
in love witha man beneath her station, 
the daughters of Democracy may find pe- 
culiar profitinthem. Their revelation of 
the inner life ofa girl born to the purple 
will give them sweet content with the lot 
ofa girl born to freedom. The troubles of 
the Princess seem slight to elders, but they 
are the deepest that impulsive youth 
knows. They often fret tender hearts to 
death. 

There is a comical side to the wail, 
„Why am Ia Princess? I am forbidden 
even to look ata man, which may cause 
a smile, but women at least will appreci- 
ate the pathos of it. There is real grief in 
the exclamation that the poorest woman 
in Bavaria is not more unhappy than the 
royal maid whose only hope of happiness 
is cut off. All the honors and glories in 
the world cannot compensate for this 
slavery of rank and the killing restrictions 
which hedge royalty about. The simple 
plaints of this gentle Princess fairly illus- 
trate the meaning of Hawthorne, when he 
referred to the ‘‘wretches above man- 
kind. 

It is gratifying to know that the romance 
of which this diary gives the opening 
chapters has a pretty and happy ending. 
The poor Lieutenant, whose eyes capti- 
vated, the charming little Princess, has 
won her fora wife. Both have sacrificed 
all the fair prospects of their stations in 
life, but all who have read this diary will 
earnestly hope that they will finda rich 
reward of happiness in return for their 
defiance of royal conventions. 
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THE letters received by Congressman 
Warner from 2,000 manufacturers of the 
United States begging that the Wilson bill 
be acted upon quickly ‘‘for God’s sake’’ 
pretty clearly indicate the sentiment of 
the business community on the subject.

men when it gives them a chance to earn 
what they want; and it is worst expended 
when it saves a man from destitution only 
to make a pauperof him. A system of relief 
based upon this theory, with proper facilities 
ofenforcement, is what the situation calls 
for above everything else. 


Mills Starting Up.

There is a gradual resumption of industria 
operations. This is not so much due to the 
readjustment of commercial and economic 
conditions in consonance with reduced tariffs 
as it is to the exhaustion of stocks. Ihe 
Carnegie mills at Pittsburg and Homestead 
are resuming Operations. It is reported that 
the company now has orders enough to keep 
the mills busy until April 1. 

As stocks of goods diminish, even with the 
existing suspense, mills will be started up to 
supply the immediate demand. In many 
lines of goods there is already a settling 
down to new prices which enables produc- 
tion for future requirements. 

The wage-worker who ts out of employ- 
ment has good reason to hope for employ- 
ment at an early day.

In the quarry the 
prisoners are cuffed, clubbed and kicked like 
refractory cattle by the guards, who are 
‘frushing the can’’ the whole day, One of 
the guards, a little sneaky fellow named 
Sweeney, delights in clubbing them, for he is 
safe from their resentment. At meal times 
they are huddled together like sardines 
and have from three to six and a 
half minutes allowed them to eat 
their bread and soup and everyone takes 
his uneaten bread along with him into a cor- 
ridor worse than the black hole of Calcutta, 
where they wait for resuming hour, I met 
some very respectable men there, but, of 
course, the majority are low bums and 
thieves, black and white, and converse ina 
kind of thieves’ Latin—‘llerpay’ for pillow, 
and ‘ooshay’ for shoe, etc. Men were work- 
ing iu the quarry without coats In the coldest 
time Isaw, and dared not complain.

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FOR HIS DAUGHTER’S SAKE. 


Grounds te Which William T. Conrad, 
an Aged Carpenter,Abscribes His Suicide 


Despondent over his inability to secure em- 
ployment and obtain money enough to sup- 
port himagif and pretty 19-year-old daughter, 
William F Conrad this morning decided to 
nee this world and leave his child Daisy to 


fight thépattle of life alone. 

Conrad Wasa carpenter by trade and 6 
years of age. His wife had been dead for 
many years, and he lived with his only child 
on the first fioor of a neat little 
six-room dwelling at No, 1928 
Morgan street. Three months ago he was 
laid off. He had some little money saved up, 
but as the days and weeks flew by and he 
failed to get any work, the little 
pile grew less and less until he fnaily con- 
cluded that life was not worth living with 
nothing to Uve He talked 
matter over with his daughter and 
decided he must get work for her sake. In 
this he was unsuccessful, and a week ago he 
decided to commit suicide. On last Thars- 
day he wrote the following note:

Coroner Dr. Fran: 

DEAR SIn—This is supposed to be a free country— 
if you don’t waht te ride yon ¢an walk.

FOUR BUILDINGS WERE DESTROYED 
AND OTHERS WERE THREATENED — 


The Laundry, Carpenter Shop, Ferrier’s 
Shop and One Residence Completely 
Wiped Out—All Were O14 Structures 
~—People Employed in the Wash- House 
Had to Get Out in Haste. 


Fire destroyed over $25,000 worth of Govern- 
ment buildings at Jefferson Barracks about 
noon yesterday. The iaundry, carpenter 
shop, ferriers’ shop and one residence with 
the machinery and goods stored in them 
threatened the new quarters and fora tim 
it was feared the costly new quarters 
of the band, a handsome brick 
structure of three stories, would catch. Had 
this occurred, the guard-house and Quarter- 
master’s store-house would surely have been 
reached by the flames. 

The laundry, where the fire originated, is @ 
large frame structure, 300 feet long and two 
stories high. It was equipped with the latest 
and most costly laundry machinery, 
all of which was destroyed. All 
the clothing of the post that was in the 
structure atthe time, and there was a great 
deal of it, was destroyed and both recruits 
and non-commissioned officers will be short 
of shirts and collars until their supply is 
replenished, 

HAD TO HURRY our. 

A number of girls and men a.e employed 
nthe laundry. so rapid was the progress 
of the fire from the time it was discovered 
thatthey had hardly time tosecure their 
own safety by flight.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.—The Com mit- 
tee on Public Lands of the House has re- 
ported favorably ona the Dill for leasing those 
tracts in Oklahoma Territory which were re- 
served from publicsettiement for university, 
agriculture, college and school purposes. 
The rentals of the reservations are to ap- 
plied to the use of universities, schools, etc. 

The same committee reported favorably on 
the bill extending for one year the time in 
which proofs and payments may be made on 
lands located under the homestead and desert 
land laws. 

The committee also reported in favor of the 
bill providing for a general adjustment of 
swamp land grants. 

At the recommendation of the Secretary of 
the Interior the committee favor the limita- 
tion of the total sum to be pald to the States 
on these clatms to $1,000,000. If the claims 
exceed that amount they are to be paid pro 
rata among the States up to $100,000.
